To Ask Madelynn’s Freedom. 

Two things, however, are certain: 

1. When the arraignment begins 
Obenchain will move a dismissal of 
the indictment against his former 
wife on the ground of insufficient evi- 
dence. 

2. If this is. denied he will fight for 
her admittance to bail. Large sums 
for this purpose already have been 
offered by Los Angeles citizens. 

From Allie Quayle Burch, wife of 
the man jointly accused with Mrs. 
Obenchain of the murder of J. Belton 
Mennedy, and who is suing him in 
Kansas for divorce, comes still another 
sensation. She still loves him. 

Wife Sends Burch Message. 

“My heart aches for Arthur and I 
want to help him in this, his hour of 
need,” her message to her former hus- 
band says. It was received yesterday 
by Arthur’s mother, Mrs. William A. 
Burch, in Evanston, and was forward- 
ed by her to Los Angeles. 

“ He is a good, kindhearted soul, and 
murder could never enter into his 
heart,” the letter continues. “I pray 
for him daily and I know that he is 
innocent. The truth shall make him 
free.”

KING ALEXANDER 
BETTER; DODGES

PARIS, Aug. 21.—The condition : of 
King “Alexander of Jugo-Slavia, it 
was announced, shows “marked im- 
provement,” according to the official 
bulletin by his physicians tonight. 
The syndicalist newspaper, the Peu- 
ple, reiterates today its assertion that 
Alexander is in good health, but is re- 
fusing to return to Serbia to ascend 
the throne. 
‘“ Alexandria’s hesitancy to accept 
the crown has now grown into a deci- 
sion to refuse the throne,” the news- 
paper says. “Two loving hearts in a 
cottage are preferable to a throne and 
subjects in our days,” it adds. 


Vienna messages of July 26 said the 
betrothal of Prince Regent Alexander 
to Princess Sophie of Vendome, 
daughter of Prince Emmanuel, duke of 
Vendome and Alencon, had been an- 
nounced in Belgrade dispatches. Prin- 
cess Sophie was born in 1898 at 
Neuilly, France. Recently a rumor that 
he was engaged to Princess Mary, 
daughter of King George of England, 
was officially denied.

BARES STRANGE 
TANGLE OF LOVE 


Accuses Husband of 
Kidnaping Child. 

Mrs. Mary Grace Kelly, 8917 Ex- 
change avenue, will be arraigned in the 
South Chicago police court today to 
answer a charge of disorderly conduct. 
She was arrested Saturday night on a 
warrant sworn out by Mrs. Nina 
Brown Colby of 5430 Harper avenue, 
widow of former Assistant Attorney 
General Richard H. Colby. 

“She has been annoying me for some 
time,” said Mrs. Colby. _ 

Only last week Mrs. Kelly appeared 
in the office of Bess C. Sullivan, assist- 
ant state’s attorney assigned to the 
Juvenile court, and asked the latter’s 
aid in recovering possession of her 3 
year old daughter. The baby, Mary, 
had been kidnaped by ‘its father, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Kelly, and was being 
kept by another woman. 


Mrs. Kelly’s Story. 

“TI married. Edward I. Kelly in the 
autumn of 1917,” Mrs. Kelly told Miss 
Sullivan. “Last November he began 
to spend a great deal of time with this 
other woman, who was herself mar- 
ried then. In February. he abandoned 
Mary and me. 

“I have met this woman several 
times since then and she has told me 
repeatedly that my husband is the 
only man in the world she ever loved. 
She often taunted me with the fact 
cat Mr. Kelly no longer cared for 
me.” 

About two months ago Mrs. Kelly 
had her husband arrested for failure 
to support their daughter. Judge 
John Richardson ordered him to make 
a weekly’ payment of $12.50. 

“Some time after that I met this 
other woman on the street,” Mrs. 
Kelly told Miss Sullivan, “and she 
told me that because of her great 
love for Mr. Kelly ghe kept him sup- 
plied with money to support the baby. 

Husband Takes Child 

“But on Aug. 10, while I went out, 
he came to my home and asked my 
aunt to let him take Mary to Lincoln 
park for the afternoon. He said he 
would bring her back that night, but 
he has kept her ever sifice. . 

“I pleaded with him several times to 
let me see Mary, but he refused.”

New York, Aug. 21.—[Special.J—A 
new venture, the training of public 
health officers, has been undertaken by 
the Rockefeller foundation. A joint 
announcement by Harvard university 
and the foundation made known today 
an initial gift of $1,785,000 by the lat- 
ter institution for development of such

“The new school will provide oppor- 
tunities for research, will unify exist- 
ing courses, and will offer new or ex- 
tended teaching facilities in public 
health administration, vital statistics, 
immunology, bacteriology, medical 
physiological hygiene, and 
communicable diseases.”

Philadelphia, Pa. Aug. 21.—A 
force of 400 marines embarked from 
here today on the U. §. S. Penn- 
sylvania for duty in Panama. . 

The Pennsylvania was used for 
transportation of thé force in 
to expedite its arrival in Cen 
America. That vessel was en route 
from New York to Pacific waters 
and was ordered by wireless yester- 
day to proceed to Philadelphia and 
receive the contingent. 

The Pennsylvania was stopped at 
the Delaware breakwater and the 
marine companies, which arrived at 
the Philadelphia navy/yard shortly 
before noon today, were taken di- 
rectly from their trains to the War- 
ship. It is expected the yessel will 
sail shortly after midnight tonight. 

Rumors that a second contingent 
might arrive later in the week could 
not be confirmed.

Washington, D.-C., Aug. 20.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—American tolerance of Panama's 
defiance of the White award in the ter- 
ritorial dispute with Costa Rica has 
ended, and the Panama government 
has been notified by the state depart. 


To guarantee Costa Rica protection 
in the execution of the terms of the 
territorial award the United States gov- 
ernment has ordered a full battalion of 
marines to Panama, 

Officials explained tonight that ne 
cessity for the use of force is not untici- 
pated and that the marines have been 
ordered to the Panama-Costa Rican 
border to police the territory while offi- 
cials of the Costa Rica government are 
taking charge of the section which 
Panama has for years defiantly refused 
to concede in the face of arbitral de 
cisions against her. 

Marines Are Rushed. 

Following dispatch of a state depart- 
ment note to Panama a battalion of 


‘marines secretly left the Quantico bar- 


racks, near here, last night for Phila- 
delphia, where they boarded the battle- 
ship Pennsylvania, which will rush 
them to Panama. Arrived in Panama, 
the American marines will take charge 
of the territory in the Coto region of 
Panama. In case of such an unexpect- 
ed development as an attack by the 
troops of Panama the American ma- 
rines will be reinforced and the change 
of jurisdiction compelled by American 
arms.

e reports of the army and navy board on 
the results of the bombing tests off the Virginia 
capes find that the battleship remains the chief 
reliance of a nation in sea warfare.

RECHARGE BULBS NOW FOR 
NEXT SEASON. 

In late summer after flowers that 
come from bulbs have dropped their 
blossoms, the plants must be protected 
until it is time to put the bulbs away 
for winter. . 

_ Success in growing’ flowers from 
bulbs depends to a great extent on the 
way the bulbs and plants are cared 
for during the flowering season and 
immediately following the end of the 


‘| Dlossoming season as well as the stor- 


ing of the bulbs. 

The bulb must be cared for even while 
the flowers are being produced. The 
time a flower is cut from bulb plants 
has much to do with the health, size 
and vigor of the thick, fleshy under- 
«reund portion. 

Bulés seem to do better and last 
longer if the cutting is done in the bud 
stage instead of allowing the flower to 
1%emain on the plant until the petals 
have all unfolded. 

In practice this works out satisfac- 
torily, since the flowers last longer 
where they are cut in the bud stage. 

It is best not to allow seed to form. 


| The plant food used in developing the 


seed may be stored in the bulb. Where 
seed are allowed to form it weakens 
the bulb; in fact, the bulbs of some 
flowers virtually are destroyed where 
seed are allowed to develop. | 

During the summer, while the follage 
is green, new plant food ts being stored 
up in the bulbs. Like fecharging the 
batteries of a car for the next trip, 
the bulb is recharged each summer and 
fall with energy that will be utilized 
the next season in producing foliage 


and flowers. 


To allow a recHarging of the bulbs, 
the most efficient gardeners keep them 
in the ground until the foliage has 
been killed by frost. It is sometimes

Closed Saloons Reopen, 
Clinnin Says. 


Despite injunctions granted several 
months ago by Judge dis closing 
some 200 Chicago salcons, federal of- 
ficilals declare that thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of illicit liquors have since 
been and are being sold in many of the 
places, either through open defiance of 
Judge Landis’ orders or by subsidiza- 
tion of federal officers. 

An investigation is under way and 
today a number of the saloon men 
will be called to the office of Col. John 
V. Clinnin, first assistant United States 
district attorney and asked to explain. 
“There are only two ways in which 
these saloons could have kept open,” 
Col. Clinnin said last. night. “The 
first is absolute deflance of Judge 
Landis’ orders. The second is failure 
of the deputy ‘marshals to whom the 
service of the injunction writs were 
entrusted to perform their duty. 


Deputies Under Suspicion. 
“There is indication that one or 
more of the deputies may have been 
subsidized.” 

Evidence has been quietly collected 
for weeks by Patrick Roche, special 
intelligence officer. His reports have 
been forwarded to Col. Clinnin. 

The first of the series of the injune- 
tion writs came many months ago. As- 
sistant District Attorney Middlekauf 
spent virtually his whole time in the 
preparation of the cases. 

Writs Left No 
The injunctions, when granted by 
Judge Landis, ordered all sales of 
liquors stopped permanently. The 
deputy marshal was instructed to seal 
the doors of the places until the own- 
ers of the buildings could show that 
different usage of the premises was 
planned. 

“Roche’s reports show that this has 
not always been done, and that cer 
tain of the places have.been lecpentt.” 
Col. Clinnin said, ‘“ They are running 
now.

The Inexpensive Meats. 


The large sale meat shops have been 
selling meats, of a sort, at twenty year 
back prices. The butcher who has a 
fussy, but intelligent set of customers, 
may well be embittered by having his 
patrons contrast his prices with those 
they have “heard” were prevailing 
elsewhere. Not being born a peda- 
gogue, and sometimes not being able 
to keep his temper, he does not set 
about telling the buyers the why of the 
difference. 

You who would purchase round steak 
—you will have to take the whole slice, 
mind you, not a piece of it—at 15 cents 
a pound, look carefully at that meat so 
offered. Perhaps it looks the same 
color as the better cut—to you. But 
at any rate, if you will look at the rim 
of fat around it, or what is really littie 
more than a skin, you ought to be able 


| to tell the wherefore of the price. 


With certain sorts of cooking this 
meat may be made quite palatable. 
For instance, for the fat which ought 
to be part of its fibre as well as its 
frame, we may use a substitute in the 
shape of oil. Make a French dressing, 
add to it a little onion, and turn the 
meat over and over in this for a half 
hour or an hour if you can wait; then 


' broil the steak or pan broil it. Have 


the pan genuinely hot when it is put 
to cook, but instantly lessen the fire. 
These meats are universally cut thin, 
and may be cooked through quickly, 
therefore must not be dried up. 

For gravies, cut the meat in small 
pieces, have hot fat in pan and pan 
hot, put in meat, lower heat at once, 
cook slowly, and turn. Fry a bit of 
onion nag When meat is cooked stir 
fiour in fat,,add water and seasoning 
materials, and cook slowly for an hour.

FREE PORTS FOR 
FOREIGN TRADE, 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Authority for the establishment 
of foreign trade zones in ports of the 
United States, where goods intended 
for reéxport may be landed without 
payment of duties, will be sought in 
connection with the pending tariff 
legislation in the senate. 

Senator Jones of* Washington, sen- 
ate committee chairman, has been in- 
structed to urge the adoption of the 
foreign trade zone bill as an amend- 
ment to the Fordney tariff bill. 

The foreign trade zone bill as in- 
troduced by Senator Jones was re- 
cently reported from the senate com- 
merce committee and has now been 
reintroduced as a proposed , amend- 
ment to the tariff bill. 


Wants It in Tariff, 
‘Senator Jones. will urge the finance 
committee to incorporate the measure 
in the tariff bill and failing in that 


will present the amendment on the 
floor of the senate. 

The movement for the establishment 
of foreign trade zones has gained head- 


|way as the result of an investigation 
by the tariff commission which held 


extensive hearings and recommended 
legislation on the subject. 

The bill authorizes the secretary of 
commerce to grant to public corpora- 
tions the privilege of establishing, oper- 
ating, and maintaining foreign trade 
zones in or adjacent to ports of entry, 
under the jurisdiction of the United 
States. ‘Foreign and domestic mer- 
chandise of every description may be 
brought into such a zone and there 
“stored, exhibited, broken up, re- 
packed, assembled, distributed, assort- 
ed, refined, graded, cleaned, mixed with 
foreign or domestic merchandise, or 
otherwise manipulated,” without being 
subject to the customs laws of the 
United States. 


Operate as Utility. 

The goods would be subject to duty 
only when sent from such a zone into 
the customs territory of the. United 
States. 

Foreign trade zones would be oper- 
ated as public utilities and all rates and 
charges for services and privileges, 
within the zone would be fair and rea- 
sonable. The public corporations oper- 
ating such zones would be required to 
maintain adequate docks, transporta- 
tion, and similar facilities. 

Foreign trade zones have been estab- 
lished in various other countries. Ham- 
burg has had such a free port since 
1882. Spain and Sweden have author- 
ized the establishment of free ports, 
and France, Norway, Portugal, Swit- 
zerland, and Great Britain have the 
project under consideration.
